The 
nearest Baptist church to her residence, was at Eg- 
remont ; to this church she presented her claims, 
and was recognized a member, January 7ih, 1832. 
Her life an? conversation evirced not only a spirit 
of self-denial, bot of fervent, active prety. At home, 
in the social circle, the prayer meeting, the Sabbath 
School and public worship of God, she manifested 
her attechment to the cause of God, and her desire 
for the salvation of immortal souls. 

It is a subject of regret, that her writings were 
not all saved ; but a few extracts from those which 
are preserved, will witness her devotedness to the 
service of God, and unshaken confidence in the 
Lord Jesus. The first date I find in her writings, 
referring tothe exercises of her mind, is Nov. 4th, 
1832, and is as fol ’‘ows :— 

“ This is our communion season, and I trust we 
came around the table of our Lord, and in some de- 
gree, partook of the spiritual body and blood of our 
crucified Redeemer. O Lord, may thy church in 
this corner of thy vineyard flourish ; may we im- 
hibe more of thy spirit, and possess more of thy per- 
fections. 

“Nov. 10. O Lord, how litile do I possess of thy 
spirit, Can Ibe a child of God? If I loved thee, 
should I be so mdifferent? O take me into a sacred 
nearness to thyself, and bow this proud, this vile 
heart, and conform it tothine image. 

Dec. 16. It isa time of great spiritual declen- 
sion about us, and because iniquity abounds, the 
love of many waxes cold; those who have been 
most zealous in their Master’s service, have hung 
their harps upon the willows, and are seeming to 
say, My Lord delayeth his coming. O Lord, re- 
vive thy work in our hearts : establish thou the go- 
ings of thy children, and add to their numbers daily, 
of such as shail be saved. Itis about seven years 
since the Lord spake peace to my troubled ot | and 
bade me believeonhim. O, then I thought I should 
be fhithful to him; but, alas! how far have I wan- 
dered. Thon, O Lord, hast been faithful, but Phave 
wandered far, far away, and had I received my just 
deserts, I should have been lifting up my eyes in 
torments, bat I know thy loving kindness is stronger 
than death, therefore will I still trust in thee. 

“Jan. 13, 1833. This is my birth day: 24 years 
of my life are spent, and how little have | improved 
mytime. Many days of my life have been spent 
in vanity. O Lord, may I spend the remainder of 
my daysin thy service. 

“ April 23. Lhave commenced teaching school, 
but am fearful I shali not be able to continue it long, 
in consequence of my health, which I find to be in 
a decline. But [ feel that 1 can trust myself in the 
hands of God ; let Him do as He pleases with me. 


|O Lord, give me grace that I may instruct the youth 


aright, and revive thy work in my heart; may I 
feel for the salvation of sinners, particularly those in 
West Stockbridge, many of whom, I fear, are living 
without thee. Wilt thou have mercy on them, 
though they have no compassion on themselves. 

“May 20. We have constituted a Sabbath 
chool in the district where I am teaching school, 
and the prospect that it will flourieh, cheers the 
friends of the cause. O Lord, may this be a Bn 
lude toa plentiful shower of Divine grace. Wilt 


'thou make thine handmaid instrumental in doing 


much good, even in this little Sabbath School. 

“ June Lith. I have dismissed my school in con- 
sequence of i]l health, and expect to be obliged to 
leave it for the summer. I have anticipated much 
from this little school, but here, too, I am disappoint- 
ed in my expectations, and am again brought to see 
that nothing but death is certain, and indeed, death 
is even now at the door. 

Come, welcome death, the end of fears, 
I am prepared to go. 

“ Sept. 6. I have indeed been brought near the 
borders of the grave, and there appeared but a siep 
between meand death, yet even then, I felt to re- 
joice in the Lord, and joy in the God of my salva- 
tion. Nothing but the merit of Christ could I claim, 
and with that prop, [ felt that I could pass the dark 
valley of the shadow of death, fearing no evil. I 
will strive to wait patiently, all the days of my ap- 

inted time, till my change comes. . 

“ Sept. 11. I am destined to suffering, yet a little 
longer, in this world of affliction and sorrow. I had 
fondly hoped to rest in the grave, but God knows 
what is best for his children. 

“ Oct. 16. Il attended meeting for the first time 
for a number of months. Preaching from Joshua

On the removal of their pastor, which took place 
about this time, she thus expresses her pious feel- 
ings : 

“ Heavenly Father, we are now destitute of'a pas- 
tor. Do thou provide for ue. O, our Father, give 
us one to fill his place, and do not suffer thy church 
ere to be scattered. Lord, we will still trust in 
thee. 

“Jan, 1, 1834. Feel impressed wigh the solemnity 
of the new year. This may be the last I shall wit- 
nessin this world. But I feel glad that at most | 
have but a short time to live in this world. 1 have 
often wondered how it could be that persons were 
glad that they were born to die, but now I feel as it 
I could say eo iv sincerity.

Mr. Editor, 

While the great and illustrious name of Grimxe is 
resounding through the land, I was pleased to see in 
the Secretary of Nov. 29, an eulogy from the West, 
und would refer your readers tothat article, (among 
a multitude of others of similar stamp, now circula- 
ings the periodicals) as a smaii specimen of the 
high estimation of his character by all the pious, 
the patriotic, aud the learned. And though “rue 
WesT KEOWs NO PROUDER GRAVE,” a eimilar remark 
would probably have been made had he fallen in 
any other part of the Union. 

y object, however, now, is not to record his 
praise—this has been and will be done by abler 
hands. I have, for some years, been honored with 
his correspondence, and lonly wish on this ocea- 
sion, to present some extracts froin his letters to me, 
and especially on the subject of Baptism. 

The much admired oration which he prouounced 
before the Phi Beta Kappa Society of Yale college, 
in Sept. 1830, he wrote while on a visit to Stratford, 
(thus making this place “ on the Avon” of Coinecti- 
cut. It will be recollected that the degree of L. L. 
D. was then conferred upon him by that esteemed 
University. In a letter addressed to me on the 18th 
ol the same month, before he leit New Haven, af- 
ter some complimentary remarks respecting the 
pleasure he had enjoyed in Stratiord, and his hope 
at some future period, of returning here again, he 
closed with the following : 


“ Let me request you not to give me the title of 
L. L. D., asl have addressed a letter to the Presi- 
sideut and Fellowsot the Senatus Academicus, de- 
clining to accept it, chiefly because | disapprove of 
such artificial distinctions as D. D. and L. L. D.— 
I would be glad that you would mention it if oppor- 
tunity offers. 

Yours, with respect and esteem, 
Thomas S. Gaixke.”

Again, in a.letter dated “ Charleston, Dee. 27th,

Withthe New Testament in my hand, I 
say,at once, to the Pedobaptist, 1 would rather 
hear what you have to say, because my impress- 
ions are Against you. I[ see instances innumerable 
of adult baptism, but not a single case of infant bap- 
tism. 1 see abundant reason for infant circumcis- 
ion—I see none for infant baptism. 

Let me, therefore, hear what you have tosay, 'n 
favor of your claim ; for I acknowledge uo prescrip- 
tion, no authority of tradition, in a Christian ques- 
tion. Thus, my dear sir, 1 think my cause is pre- 
cisely that which becomes ‘“‘ a desire to know the 
truth,” and “ the habits of a thorough-going schol- 
ar.” My desire is, if J] am to becomea Baptist, that 
I should be able to say, I have read nothing in fa- 
vor of anti-pedobaptist opinions, but have wrought 
out my conviction from the Bible as my text book. 
I have not resorted to the Commentaries of Gale & 
Robinson, und Carson and Cox, but preferred to op- 
pose the Bible, single banded, to the arguments «/ 
Dwight and Calvin, of Wall aud Woods ; satisfied 
that if they could not convince me they are right, | 
needed not to hear their antagonists. 

Now, iy dear sir, if I should finish by becoming 
“a thorough going Baptist,” would not the course | 
have taken be a nobler triuinph to the cause of truth, 
and far more satisfactory to Baptists themselves, 
than if my change were referred to the writings of 
the great advocates of Baptist principles.
